23, 
Sharon Sholzberg, president of 
the MeGill students’ society con- 
firmed that the executive had 


turned down Mr, Kenniff's bid 
for a public hearing. 
She said: “McGill students 


and MeGill students alone will 
decide what external affiliation 
or non-affiliation with outside 
associations there will be.” 

She added that no spokesiman 
from UGEQ will be invited to 
address MeGill students before 
the Dec. 1 referendum. 

Miss Sholzberg said that de- 
-bate campus concerning UGEQ 
affiliation will be conducted on 
the informal level, She said that 
other members of the executive 
and herself would be speaking 
to classes and would accept in- 
vitations to address student 
groups. 

Miss Shoizberg said that stu-

A Moment For Decision 


The survey on the proposed 
Student Center has met with 
overwhelming response, almost 


100 percent of it favorable. This 
is encouraging, to say the least. 
However, the response should 
come as no great surprise. The 
lack of student facilities, espe- 
cially in the area of food ser- 
vices, has been painfully obvious 
for some time. Students have 
apparently seized upon the sur- 
vey as a means to better express 
their complaints about present 
facilities and their ideas con- 
cerning the proposed facilities. 

The most important fact about 
the response is that students 
seem to have realized that they 
will be expected to assume the 
major role in the functioning of 
the Centre. And they appear to 
be very eager to take on this 
responsibility. 

However, are they willing to 


pay parts of the costs of the 
building? A referendum, to be 
held in early December, will 
give the answer. The College ad- 
ministration has indicated that it 
will match the loan of a million 
dollars to be undertaken by the 
Student Association. However, 
this loan must be repaid within 
fifteen years, and this will be the 
responsibility of the students. A 
reasonable increase in the stud- 
ent activity fee must be approved 
by the student body to enable 
the financing of the loan. 

Since students have almost 
unanimously expressed the dras- 
tic necessity for the construction 
of the Centre, a building which 
is solely for their use, then it 
would be only consistent if they 
were to indicate that they are 
willing to pay for part of it. And 
by assuming a portion of the 
financial responsibility the stud- 
ents will be able to truthfully call 


the Centre their own building. 

Student-finaneing of the Cen- 
tre will also eliminate some of 
the financial problems surround- 
ing the need for more class-room 
space. For with the student body 
contributing funds to the Student 
Centre the administration should 
be in a better position to allocate 
more of its resources to the con- 
struction of a class-room build- 
ing. 

The burden of any financial 
responsibility that the student 
body will undertake should be 
given to those who will directly 
benefit from its use. And all in- 
dications are that the major part 
of the increase in the activity fee 
would not take place until the 
Centre is built. With this in mind, 
and also the fact that they are 
only asked to contribute to some- 
thing that will belong te them, 
Loyola students should fully sup- 
port the upcoming referendum.

“What happened?” For the past few years student 
apathy at Loyola has been embarrassingly apparent. 
However, as a result of the survey taken by the Student 
Centre Committee, interest on campus has risen to a 
point never before reached, It seems that the students 
have realized that this is a project whose success depends 


on them. 

The response has been 
nothing short of amazing in 
that the students fook the 
time to fill out the question- 
naire and return it. Because 
replies are still streaming 
in, results cannot be com- 
pletely tabulated. However, 
to date more than 1,600 of 
the surveys have been re- 
ceived and only six students 
have vetoed the idea.

From the point 
of view of personal development 
and collegiate prestige, the Stu- 
dent Centre is as vital to any 
campus aS an administration 
building, a library, or indeed as 
a elass-room itself" so com- 
mented a Loyola student in his 
returned survey. 

Moreover, objections to a Stu- 
dent Centre could not properly be 
attributed to a priority for class- 
room space. “There should be no 
confliet between the two,” said 
Father MeDonough, Dean of 
Students. “If classes are needed 
they will be built, but how long 
can we tolerate the conditions of 
the Caf in order to provide more 
classes.”

centre, is that it be provided with 
sufficient capital and operating 
funds, Students, faculty, and staff 
of the campus community must 
expect to share the cost mutually 
for this new facility and ifs oper- 
ation.” 


College Will Pay... 


Tt is hoped that construction 
of the new building may begin 
somefime next year. Recent talks 
with Mr. ,  General- 
Manager of the Royal Bank has 
added confidence to the feasibil- 
ity of the student project. Mr. 
Coleman, also on the Board of 
Directors of Loyola College, has 
confirmed the possibility of a one 
million dollar Joan to initiate 





plans for the building. This loan 
would be paid back over a pe- 
riod of fifteen years, its term 
commencing at the opening of 
the building. 


In connection with this, Mr. 
Dorrance, Director of the Loyola 
Development Program, has an- 
nounced: “I have been assured 
that if the students agree to 
support a one million dollar loan, 
the College will match this one 
million dollars from its resources. 
This amount is presently alloted 
in a Program, With 
this two million dollars, adequate 
dining, office, and lounge areas 
can be provided.” 


Nor would Loyola set a prece- 
dent in this undertaking. The 
Student Centres at the Univer- 
sities of British Columbia and 
Alberta have had their student 
bodies completely finance their 
buildings. The present plan sug- 
gests that the Student Body of 
Loyola contribute one-third to 
one-half of the initial cost. 


... And Students 
Will To... 


It is planned that the loan be 
paid by the students through 
their activity fee, which will of 
course have to be raised in order 
to meet full payment of the lean 
by 1983. The main burden is to 
be carried by those who will be 
able to use the building. In other 
words, the big raise in the ae- 
tivity fee would come after the 
completion of the building. 


Many colleges in the United 
States are paying $35-$40 per 
semester to finance their centres, 
and some even up to $75. Any 
raise in the activity fee at Loyola 
would not come near to any of 





these figures, 





However certain conditions 
must be met befere this loan 
can be received. Further proof 
must be shown that the students 
are in favour of the Centre, and 
that they are willing to share 
the burden of a raise in the ae- 
tivity fee. 


eee If Referendum 
Goes Thru! 


It is the students who have 
taken the initiative in the plan- 
ning of the Student Centre, and 
it is up to them to demonstrate 
to the college and all concerned 
that they de want it and are will- 
ing to pay their share. Until a 
vote of confidence comes from 
the student body, no concrete 
steps can be taken towards the 
realization of the Student Cen- 
tre. 


In accordance with this, it has 
been put forward through the 
Lower House that a general re- 
ferendum of the students be held 
at which they could officially en- 
dorse the project. The preli- 
minary survey has shown that 
the student body as a whole ac- 
knowledges the acute need for 
the facilities which would be pro- 
vided. A 50% endorsement by 
the student bedy would be suffi- 
cient to ratify the loan, as well 
as the aid offered by the college. 


The referendum has been set 
for sometime in the first two 
weeks of December, the exact 
date to be announced later. 


If the referendum is suceess- 
ful and gains the approval of the 
student body, definite proposals 
for facilities in the building, as 
well as the artist’s sketches of 
the building, will be made public 
in the beginning of the New Year.

Each subtle nuance indicated 
by Krips was brought out eagerly 
and sensitively by a responsive 
orchestra. 


Overshadowing the Leonore 
completely, however, was the 
Symphony No. 4, always under 
the guiding hand of Krips. Con- 
ductor and musicians both gave 
the audience a brilliantly exe- 
cuted rendition. The strings lite- 
rally flew through the various 
movements of the selection with 
amazing clarity and spontaneity, 
The finale was full of humor and 
joy, racing in an exhilirating 
dance to the conclusion that left 
the audience breatheless and ex- 
cited during the intermission. 


The second half of the pro- 
gram was equally enjoyable. It 
began with the Don Juan Sym- 
phonic Poem, a piece inspired 
by one of poet Nikolaus Lenau’s 
works. The yibrancy and rest- 
lessness of the opening, signify- 
ing the restless worldly nature 
of Don Juan, leads into the sud- 
denly tranquil section of the 
woodwinds and finally into an 
exquisite solo for oboe, all ex- 
cellently rendered, 


Igor Stravinsky’s Firebird Bal- 
let Suite was truly an exciting 
experience. Like the Don Juan 
selection, it is program music, 
that is, it is a story or theme 
musically expressed. The fire- 
bird of the title is a golden-fea- 
thered supernatural creature 
from Russian folk myth. It feeds 
on golden apples which make 
the birds eternally young and 
beautiful. 


Stravinsky’s musical imagina- 
tion is at its liberal best here, 
The superb merging of the ins- 
truments, starting with the sol- 
emn entrance of the double 
basses, up through the rest of 
the string section, and finally 
into the brass and percussion, 
develops the rich tonality and 
orchestral coloring into the emo- 
tional imagery of a firebird. The 
feverish climax held everyone 
rapt until the final note had 
been sounded. 


The entire evening presented 
music in all its various aspects. 
For quality, technical excellence, 
and sensitivity of expression, 
Tuesday night was a night to 
remember,

This Column Has Seven Days 


What a week this has been! 

While those more intellectually-inclined students at Loyola 
continued to dwell in their dull, uninspiring, idealistic dreams, 
thinking how wonderful the world would be if it were totally so- 
cialist or purely capitalist, if the Communist Party or the Ame- 
rican Minutemen- would form the government, or if Vyacheslav 
Molotov or Robert Welch would step from the wings and govern 
the world, the various sports and games on the international and 
national levels have captivated the minds of the ardent followers 
of such things this past week. 

The predicatable and unpredicatable, upsets and near upsets, 
narrow defeats and overwhelming triumphs have been recorded 
this week. All have to some degree, be it great or small, affected 
one’s views and opinions in the diversified realm of sports and 
games. 

Following is a brief but comprehensive rundown of the week’s 
happenings, all history-making events: 

Major Upset: Floyd Patterson lasted nearly twelve rounds 
against Cassius Clay and thereby won for himself what Perry 
Moss used to term every Alouette defeat a ‘moral victory’’. Some 
people feel that the defeat was the greatest blow to the cause of 
Roman Catholicism since Henry VIII lusted after a second wife. 

An International Surprise: The daring manouveurs of one 
Ian Smith gave Rhodesia an amazing, clear-cut victory over Eng- 
land in an international game, as ancient as Homer, called politics. 
Poor defensive play by England's forward Harold Wilson gave 
the opportunist Smith the only break he needed. 

What Else Is New? Winnipeg Blue Bombers teased Calgry 
Stampeders in a best of three western finals series before finally 
squelching the Cowboys 19-12 in the third game. The Bombers now 
face Hamilton for the Grey Cup, a pairing that was a foregone 
conclusion as far back as 1957. 

Too Close For Comfort: North Vietnamese VeeCees and United 
States Bombers staged their traditional weekly battle for undis- 
puted leadership in Southeast Asia in a game called tug-of-war. 
The U.S., who according to press reports has still not lost a 
round since the titanic rivalry began in 1954, only narrowly de- 
feated the VeeCees this time. Final result: U.S. team stopped 240 
bullet-like drives, the VeeCees 2,262 by actual body count. 





At Last: NDG Maple Leafs, after three futile attempts fo win 
the Little Grey Cup in Edmonton, came home to play and whipped 
the Alberta Huskies 2-1 in, oh, yes, a football match. Barclay Allen 
scored both Leaf points that capped an astounding come-from- 
behind rally. 

Winner And Still Champ: John Diefenbaker won his ninth 
consecutive Canadian Conservative Championship with a never- 
say-die effort at a scrimmage held in Ottawa earlier this week. 





The aging champion still~proved to be too much for his more 
inexperienced opponents. 

Emerging New Power: Boston Bruins, who won but one 
of fourteen contests last season against Montreal Canadiens, edged 
the Frenchmen 3-2 for their second win in three starts against 
the Habitants. The Bean Eaters will now attempt to vie for PM} 
(playoff member) come April. 

Reversal Of Form: Charles de Gaulle, famous French 
troubleshooter, may agree to play Britain in the economic game 
of the European Common Market League. Earlier the disgruntled 
Gallist stated he would never face Britain since it would be a 
‘nothing’? game and the classy Frenchman would have nothing 
to gain. 

Lost Again: Robert Hull, famed Chicago left winger, lost his 
annual bout with Gimpy Knee last week by a technical knockout. 
The end came quicker than ever for Hull, who only lasted twelve 
rounds before succumbing. 

Crashing Collisions: For the twenty-fifth time since the season 
opened last April, Ol’ Man River blasted his man-made opponents 
into pieces and remained the undisputed threat to every ship sail- 
ing the St. Lawrence. 

Stunning Defeat: Carleton Ravens, last year’s undefeated OSL 
basketball champions, needed only two games to lose this season. 
Bishops whipped the Ravens 86-67 and stirred renewed interest 
in the league championship which appeared again headed for the 
Birds.
